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PLAN FOR ANNIVERSARY 


Committee Appointed to Prepare for 
One Hundred Fiftieth Anniversary 
of Phillips Academy. 


At a meeting of the Board of Trustees of 
Phillips Academy, Andover, held last week it 
was voted to start at once plans for the ob- 
servance in 1928 of the one hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the 
school, and a central committee was ap- 
pointed to take charge of the preliminary 
details, The members of this committee are 
Alfred L. Ripley, President of the Board of 
Trustees, Hac tastes Alfred E. Stearns, 
Professor Charles H. Forbes, Head of the 
Department of Latin, and Dr. Claude M. 
Fuess, — all of them residents of Andover. 
These men will select various subsidiary 
committees from the alumni body, and the 
work of arranging a program will start at 
once. 

The Deed of Gift, or Constitution, of 
Phillips Academy, was signed by Esquire 
Samuel Phillips, of North Andover, and Dr. 
John Phillips, of Exeter, on April 28, 1778, 
during the War of the Revolution. The 
first meeting of the Trustees was held on 
April 28, 1778, and the school was formally 
opened on April 30, in a renovated car- 

enter’s shop, with thirteen pupils under 
Master Eliphalet Pearson. In 1878, when 
Dr. Cecil F. P, Bancroft was Principal, the 
centennial celebration was held on June 5 
and 6, with distinguished guests present from 
all over the United States. The one hundred 
and twenty-fifth anniversary was observed 
at Commencement in 1903, the guest of 
honor being Sir Chentung Liang Cheng, then 
Chinese Minister to the United States. The 
one hundred and fiftieth celebration will 
probably not be held on the exact date of the 
opening of the school, but will come in May, 
when weather conditions are likely to be 
more favorable. 

The title of Phillips Hall, the oldest 
dormitory on Andover Hill, built in 1810 by 
gifts from Madame Phoebe Foxcroft Phillips 
and her son, Colonel John Phillips, has been 
officially changed to Foxcroft Hall, in order 
to avoid confusion with.the new Samuel 
Phillips Hall, the main recitation building 
erected by alumni contributions in 1924. 
Phoebe Foxcroft, for whom the building is 
now named, was the daughter of the Honor- 
able Francis Foxcroft of Cambridge, and, in 
1773, married Samuel Phillips, Jr., the chief 
yrojector of Phillips Academy and later 
Rectenkns Goverien of the Commonwealth. 
She was a generous benefactor of Andover 
Theologi al Seminary, to which she left 
some of her belongings at her death in 1812, 


and it is fitting that the dormitory presented 
by her to the Trustees should bear her name. 

The Academy Dining Hall, built in 1818 
from plans drawn by Charles Bulfinch, the 
Boston architect, has been rechristened 
Bulfinch Hall, in his honor. Formerly known

_1-2-3-4, only a brush fire, and the average 
citizen breathes freely and thinks that will 
be easy for the fire fighters. A box alarm 
sounds and the average citizen again thinks 
that perhaps a building is in danger but the 
firemen will take care of that too; that’s 
what they are paid for? An hour or two 
later an_ interested citizen may call up 
Central Fire Station and ask what happened 
and how much damage.

President Issues Proclamation for 
American Forestry Week 


The text of the proclamation issued by 
President Coolidge for American Forestry 
Week, April 24 to 30, is as follows: 

In accordance with the custom established 
by my predecessor, I have yearly proclaimed 
an American Forest Week. I do so again in 
the belief that no other of our internal 
probiens is of greater moment that the re- 
abilitation of our forests, now so hopefully 
begun but needing the strong support of our 
collective will and intelligence. Through 
joint arrangement, Canada is observing 
forest week concurrently with us. 

One-fourth of our soil is better suited to 
timber-growing than anything else. I can- 
not escape the conviction that our industrial 
and agricultural stability will be strength- 
ened by bringing into full productive use 
this great empire of land. Although much 
progress has been made in public forestry 
and hopeful beginnings in private forestry, 
we still have a vast aggregate of idle or semi- 
idle forest land, and another large aggregate 
of poor farm land that might more profitably 
grow timber instead of adding to the problem 
of agricultural overproduction. 

Consider what blessings the use of this 
land for intensive forest culture would bring 
to our country. Our migratory forest in- 
dustries would be stabilized and made perma- 
nent. Rural industry would be greatly 
strengthened and vitalized. Agriculture 
would find in silviculture a strong ally, 
providing markets for farm produce and for 
surplus labor. Our farms themselves contain 
nearly a third of our woodland — an enor- 
mous potential farm asset if handled for 
continuous timber crops. With widespread 
forest culture, new wealth would spring up 
for the support of roads, schools, and local 
government, and the rural regions would 
enjoy a larger share of the national prosperity. 
For some of our surplus capital now seeking 
investment abroad, new outlets would be 
found in forest production. Our people 
would then have an assured supply of timber 
and would see the hills and the waste places 
reclothed with forests for their pleasure and 
inspiration. 

American Forest Week gives a useful op- 
portunity for taking counsel on what can and 
should be done to bring these neglected and 
waiting lands into use. It also gives an op- 
portunity for each citizen to consider his 
own responsibility in the common task. It 
is not enough that the Federal and State 
governments have joined hands with the 
landowner in the first step toward forest 
rehabilitation, protection against fire. Every 
citizen whose thoughtless act may endanger 
the woods has the obligation of respecting 
the forest and guarding it from its worst 
enemy, fire. 

Now, THEerEForE, I, CALVIN COOLIDGE, 
President of the United States, do hereby 
designate and set aside as American Forest 
Week the week beginning April 24, and end- 
ing April 30, in this year a 1927; and I do 
earnestly urge that during that week the 
thought of all citizens be directed to the need 
of preventing forest fires and to the measures 
necessary for the preservation and wise use 
of our forests. I recommend to the Govern- 
ors of the several states that they likewise 
designate this week for special observance, 
and that where practicable and not in conflict 
with law or custom, Arbor Day be observed 
on some day of the same week. T urge that in 
each State special exercises be held in the 
schools and that the press and the general 
public give consideratoin to the forest needs 
of their respective commonwealths, to the 
adequacy of such legislation as may be on 
their statute books, and to the possible need 
for further enactments. And I urge that all 
who own forest lands give consideration to 
the feasability of so using them that their 
benefits may continue in perpetuity.

American Forest Week 


To Att AUTOMOBILE OWNERS: 

The Massachusetts Committee on Ameri- 
can Forest Week earnestly requests your co- 
operation in the protection of the forests 
from fire. About 40 per cent of the forest 
fires in Massachusetts of which there are 
nearly 3,000 annually are caused by auto- 
mobilists, largely by the throwing of smoking 
materials from their cars. These roadside 
fires can be prevented by the installation and 
USE of ash receivers in all automobiles.

Tuesday the fire which apparently had 
been checked broke out with increased 
fierceness and all the back-firing of the day 
before went for naught.

Relief was only temporary. All night 


but with the rising sun, Wednesday was the 
worst day of all, There was no stopping the 
advance of the fire demon as it swept forward 
from High Plain Road on a mile and a half 
front in a south-easterly direction. Every 
fighter was back at his post and as if there 
was not enough to do another fire broke out 
around Greenwood road beyond George 
Winslow’s which was finally conquered after 
a hard fight in a broiling sun. 


The chief danger was from the original fire 
as it advanced toward farm buildings. 
Andover’s old pump which the voters in 
their economy refused to replace with a new 
one, went bad, a broken spring or some- 
thing, and Andover was forced to call on 
North Reading for help. They came mid- 
afternoon and their new motor pump was a 
big factor in stopping the racing fire. The 
Bliss Stock Farm on the extreme right and 
the Lakeview Farm and the old Phelps place 
on the extreme left were in direct line. 

Clumps of pines and patches of junipers 
made great fuel and dense columns of black 
smoke and the intense heat blinded and 
choked the fighters driving them back. 
Back-firing was again resorted to and this 
proved successful in stopping the advance on 
the Stock Farm. Down on High Plain 
Road near the Lakeview Farm the fire was 
roaring through pines and fanned by a stiff 
westerly breeze advanced at a terrific rate. 
The North Reading pump dipped into Fish 
Brook and under orders from Chief Emerson 
lines were laid to the Lakeview Farm and the 
Phelps place. The latter buildings were 
thoroughly drenched to prevent catching 
from stray sparks. 


A council of war was held and Deputy 
1s Molloy and Chief Emerson decided to 
yack-fire the swamp on the westerly side of 
the railroad track to save if possible a big 
pine grove on the hill. The hose belonging 
to the State was hooked up to the Reading 
pump and laid for a half mile under the 
railroad and out to the swamp through which 
Fish Brook flows. The volunteer workers 
stood ready with shovels in emergency. A 
match was touched to the tinder grass and 
the back-firing began. It was a ticklish job 
but it succeeded and also provided the most 
spectacular part of the four-day fight, the 
flames illuminating the sky for a long 
distance, Fire put out fire. The long front 
was broken. But the danger is not over and 
will not be until rain comes or careless smok- 
ers stop flipping half-consumed cigarettes 
into the bushes. 


Outside the human element the most 
efficient and serviceable piece of spparatus 
was the State truck and pump, It went any- 
where in the woods ers there was the 
faintest sign of a trail, plowed through sap- 
lings and was always able to get back again 
to the highway. Some such type of appara- 
tus is needed for Andover, 

The regular men of the department have 
been on duty continuously since Monday and 
Fire Chief Emerson and Deputy Hilton have 
been night and day along the fire front. 

The commissary has been an important 
department and the arrival of an automobile 
loaded with doughnuts, sandwiches, coffee and 
priceless water was awaited eagerly by the 
fighters, And they will remember the next 
local drive for the Salvation Army Workers 
members of which drove from Lawrence with 
supplies of cookies and tonics.

Unusual weather conditions, protracted 
drought, heat and high winds have made 
the fire menace more to be dreaded than 
usual. West Andover has been the un- 
fortunate section, a fire with a frontage of 
over a mile sweeping over many acres in the 
High Plain, Greenwood road and Cross street 
section, raging from Sunday till Thursday 
morning. Hampered by a broken spring in 
the pump, several buildings would have un- 
doubtedly been sacrificed if it hadn’t been 
for the timely assistance of North Reading 
with twenty men, a pump, and hose. The 
Forest Warden with two men and a pump 
which could throw 48 gallons of water a 
minute were also invaluable. A hundred 
Andover men fought the fire demon. 

Beginning with last Saturday afternoon, 
April 16, Box four summoned the firemen to 
Chickering court where a fire set to burn 
rubbish spread into the grass, a near-by 
fence an vile of rubbish. The prompt 
arrival of the firemen prevented a serious 
fire in a section where the houses are very 
close together. 

On Sunday, the first alarm was at 3,45 
a.m. fora fire at Pleasant street and Haggett’s 
Pond road. This was extinguished, but 
watchers were stationed for eight hours to 
prevent its breaking out again. The alarm 
for the big fire, which afterwards assumed 
such menacing proportions, came in at 8.15. 
There was another fire at the filter beds on 
Haverhill street and a chimney fire at the 
residence of Dr, Claude M. Fuess on Main 
Street 

On Monday, two alarms were given for the 
fire in West Andover; on Tuesday three 
more and on Wednesday four, including the 
fire on Greenwood road,

Fallacies? 


To the Editor: 

Mr. Frost in his communication in the 
Townsman of April 15th, says: “Taxes do 
not come from incomes, as our correspondent 
claims, they come rather from capital in- 
vested in real and personal property within 
the confines of the town.” 

Mr. Frost coniuses the objects of taxation 
with the source that determines the ability 
to pay taxes, which is the individual income, 
True, the private income is not an object of 
taxation by the town, but nevertheless 
property taxes are pas out of the private 
income, The individual’s income determines 
greatly whether he will invest a part of his 
income in property or not, and his income 
determines greatly whether he will continue 
to hold it. When a taxpayer has to con- 
tinually draw on his capital goods in order to 

ay his taxes, he sells his capital goods, for 
a is on his last legs, and can not afford to 
hold property. It is true that the quantity 
of “real and personal property within the 
confines of the town” is the measure by which 
the town adjusts its expenditures and de- 
termines its yearly income, and also de- 
termines its wealth. But it does not follow 
that any part of this real and personal prop- 
erty is used for the payment of taxes any 
more than it is used to pay for food, clothes, 
fuel, rent or any of the goods essential in the 
business of living. 

Again Mr. Frost says: “I might own a 
$10,000 house ia Andover yielding no in- 
come whatever, nevertheless that property 
would be held for taxes so long as a shingle 
remained upon its roof. The taxes are taken 


out of the house, not out of the income of the 


owner.” In the former statement Mr. Frost 
affirms that taxes are paid out of capital, in 
the latter statement he cites a condition in 
which it might be paid out of capital. 

I have owned property and*paid taxes on 
the same for over thirty years, and my 
house is in the $10,000 class. I have never 
received any income from the house. Now, 
according to Mr. Frost — ‘that taxes are 
paid out of the house and not out of the in- 
come of the owner,” the thirty years’ taxes 
would leave me but little equity in this 
property. I know from my experience that 
I paid for this house out of my income, have 
maintained it out of my income, insured it 
out of my income, and paid the taxes out of 
my income, and after thirty years’ taxes I 
still own the property without any encum- 
brances. My experience is the general ex- 
perience of taxpayers. 

The only case I can conceive of where 
taxes are paid out of capital on property is 
when the taxpayer’s income is insufficient to 
meet the tax bill, and he is forced to borrow 
on his property to pay taxes. When this 
occurs, if he is wise, he sells his porperty to 
some one who can pay its taxes out of his 
income. I cannot conceive of any greater 
fallacy than that of Mr. Frost’s when he 
says: “The taxes are taken out of the house, 
not out of the income of the owner,” which, 
if carried out to its logical conclusion within a 
certain limit of time, would result in the 
annihilation of property values, or force 
the sale, within short periods of time, of all 
»yroperty. We cannot have our pie and eat 


In closing I will quote from F, W. Taus- 
sig’s “ Principles of Economics.” 

“Strictly speaking, of course, there is no 
such thing as a tax on property. ‘Taxes 
which we speak of as taxes on property are 
levied on individuals with respect to their 
property or inproportion to their holdings of 
property. The taxes come not out of the 
property, but out of the incomes of the 
property owners. These incomes may in- 
deed be derived from the property or in 
connection with its use; but they may quite 
conceivably be derived in other ways. 
To tax on the basis of property is simple and 
comes to very much the same result in the 
end as would be reached by a rigorous tax 
on incomes,” 

The above quotation, highly authorita- 
tive, should convince every one that Mr. 
Frost's ideas on municipal economy are not 
only absurd, but delusive, and if taken 
seriously is apt to do more harm than good.

Until the recent revolution in China, sta- 
tistics indicated that China offered the best 
field for American soldiers of fortune. China 
has always felt friendly toward this country 
and we have always had our full share of her 
business. Today, however, conditions in 
China are far worse than in Mexico. Almost 
no government exists in China today. The 
strongest general is the governor of a section 
until he is conquered by another. Goods, 
money, and men are subject to seizure and 
no redress is possible. Notwithstanding 
the chaotic conditions I believe that the 
orient offers the greatest foreign trade oppor- 
tunities to Americans for the long pull. 
Hence were I going into foreign trade, I 
should move to the Pacific Coast and make 
my headquarters in San Francisco or Seattle 
or some other growing Pacific port. Other- 
wise, I should select New York or New 
Orleans. Hence, the first step is to select the 
country with which you plan to trade and 
then make your headquarters in the city 
which has the best trade routes to said coun- 
try. 


Shipping as a Business 


Corporations owned in the United States 
did not do much in shipping during the gener- 
ation pisceding the World War. Hence 
when this war came, those few corporations 
and individuals which owned either shi 
yards or ships became very prosperous. 
is always true, these great profits resulted 
in over-production so that when the War was 
over there was a surplus of ships. This re- 
sulted in cutting rates and in general dis- 
organization, Gradually the situation has 
improved. Few new ships have been built, 
many have been scrapped, while new trade 
routes have been developed. For the first 
time since the Armistice are the shipping 
interests hopeful. Once again some of the 
best ships on the ocean fly the stars and 
stripes. If our Government at Washington is 
wise enough to keep our merchant marine 
and not let it be stolen away from us, ship- 

ing will come back as an American industry. 
The only stumbling block at the moment is 
the attitude of certain labor leaders and un- 
reasonable politicians, Labor legislation by 
the United States alone is as useless in con- 
nection with foreign trade as is tariff legisla- 
tion. For either to do any good it must be 
done internationally and applicable to all 
nations. However, this is too large a ques- 
tion to discuss here. 


A good illustration of what has taken 
place in connection with this since 1914 is 
shown by the quotations on Atlantic Gulf 
and West Indies S.S. Co. Common Stock. 
This was selling at 7 in June 1914, when 
Germany declared war. After the war it 
rose to a price of 192, and then gradually 
fell to a low of 91-4, Today it is sellin 
around 30. All shipping stocks have not ha 
such gyrations; but on the other hand some 
have gone to nothing and have been wiped 
out entirely. Because of this severe read- 
justment, shipping securities, should be at- 
tractive speculations when the next buying 
zonecomes. Thesame thing is true regarding 
the stocks of certain companies organized dur-

ing the war to carry on foreign trade. The 
American International Corporation is an 
example of such. Its common stock was 
sold during the war at par; it rose to 132 then 
declined to 16 and is now selling around 40. 
Other stocks worthy of study by those inter- 
ested in shipping and foreign trade are Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine, American Ship 
and Commerce, Bethlehem Steel and Elec- 
tric Boat. 


General Business Outlook 

Shipping and foreign trade is closely related 
to the general business situation. Yet often 
during a period of business depression in the 
United States these employed in foreign 
trade have done their best business. This 
has been due to the fact that, at such times, 
manufacturers were unable to sell their out- 
put here at home and hence were forced to 
find foreign markets. The corporations and 
individuals who are trained to put these 
American manufacturers in touch with these 
foreign markets, reaped a handsome reward. 
Today we are facing a period when produc- 
tion will exceed consumption. Mills can 
continue operations and labor remain em- 
ployed only as we are able to sell our surplus 
goods abroad. This means that our manu- 
facturers will soon be compelled to develop 
foreign markets. Then once more those

Hence let us now encourage those corpora- 
tions, investors, and such young men as are 
now interested in shipping, foreign trade, 
and other constructive international work.

quarter. The donors have provided for the 
annual upkeep of the building, and the 


alumni are asked to provide a capital fund 
of $3,500,000 for buying books and for 
paying the salaries of the librarians. 


“ Additional endowment is also needed for 
the Peabody Museum and for the upkeep of 
University collections. A fascinating chapter 
could be written on the tremendous changes 
that have come over the use of these institu- 
tions at Yale within memory. Formerly 
mausoleums where dead books and deader 
fossils and rocks were kept for rainy after- 
noon desultory inspection by the undergrad- 
uate, the Peabody Museum and the Library 
today are his working quarters. The 
Library will be even more so when the new 
building is completed. It is to be the central 
point in the life of the place.” 

In the belief that distinction in teaching is 
the most valuable thing that the university 
can buy, most of the $20,000,000 endowment 
will be used for that purpose. Endowment 
for improving undergraduate instruction in 
Freshman Year, Yale College, Sheffield 
Scientific School and for the Graduate 
School, which rounds out the work of under- 
graduate departments and is Yale's chief 
source of supply for teachers, totals $11,500,- 
000; for soulevia dita ta instruction in fine 
arts and music and for the maintenance of 
Yale’s collections $1,250,000 is asked. For 
the bureau of appointments and the Depart- 
ment of University Health $250,000 each is 
needed. For the Library $3,500,000 is 
asked, and for improving sl\\ further in- 
struction in law, medicine, divinity, and 
forestry, and for the Peabody Museum there 
is allotted $3,250,000, Thus the entire sum, 
with the exception of library, museum, 
health and appointment bureau items, is to 
be used for teaching. 

“Salary increases, promotions, new courses 
smaller divisions, Honors Work, are they 
worth so great a sum of money?” inquires the 
alumni committee. “Only if fine scholarship 
is worth it! Yale today has a student body 
which is pre-eminently qualified to respond 
to knowledge and beauty, and these students 
are ministered to by a faculty pre-eminently 
qualified to inspire the love of learning. By 
providing this endowment the alumni and 
friends of Yale will enable the University to 
do in all departments of study that which is 
now unfortunately only possible in some ot 
them, namely, bring to bear upon her re- 
sponsive students the fully mobilized power 
of her great faculty.”
